KIM HAK CHOL (DPRK) CALLED AT USUN AGAIN ON URGENT BASIS TO

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AND PARTY TO ATTEND NON-ALIGNED MINISTERIAL MEETING IN NEW YORK

THE ILLUSTRATIVE SECURITY PLAN, REJECTED CANADIAN SUGGESTION THE 
CONCEPT OF A PANEL OF JURISTS BE ABANDONED IN FACE OF SWAPO 
OBJECTIONS, AND DELEGATED THE US TO DO FURTHER WORK ON A 
FRENCH TIMETABLE OF STEPS LEADING TO NAMIBIAN INDEPENDENCE.

RELATIONS." SOLE BEGAN WITH A REFERENCE TO THE DEATH OF BIKO AND NOTE

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INCONCEIVABLE THAT ANYONE COULD DIE FROM A SEVEN-DAY FAST,

TO RENEW THEIR CALL FOR A WDC. THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT NOTES 
THE DIFFERING VIEWS OF THE FIVE NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES ON THE WDC, 
WHICH ARE ESSENTIALLY UNCHANGED FROM PREVIOUS YEARS. THE SOVIET
